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Navigation  of  the  Obis. 

I CON  SlDERthr  free  navigation 
of  this  river,  as  r.onnetfttd  with  the 
highcft  pofii'de  grade  of  our  commer- 
cial profperity,  in  future  years. — 
Without  it,  our vaft  natural  refources 
are  mere  negative  Railings,  which 
we  are  compelled  to  contemplate 
without  the  powtr  to  give  them  lull 
and  complete  operation. 

The  falls  on  the  river  at  Louif- 
v’tlle,  is  the  only  natural  obftacle  to 
remove.  At  the  prefent  time,  from 
the  infancy  of  our  refources,  I do 
not  know  that  it  would  be  prudent 
to  attempt  an  entire  removal  of  all 
obftruiflions  on  both  fides  of  the  ill- 
and.  Such  an  attempt  would  not 
be  eafily  accomplished,  without  the 
united  aid  of  the  other  ftaus,  im- 
mediately intereftedin  the  navigati- 
on of  the  river.  It  will  be  ourduty, 
therefore,  to  do  what  we  can  by  our 
own  means  ; and  to  leave  the  reft 
to  be  done,  by  thofe  fituated  higher 
tip  the  river,  when  necessity  lhail 
•operate  the  fame  urgencies  for  the 
profperity  of  th  ir  Wtftern  com- 
merce, as  it  docs  now,  upon  our- 
f.lves. 

it  appears  to  me  that  there  are 
t o modes,  hv  which  the  navigation 
of  the  Ohio,  at  the  falls,  may  be  ef- 
fected; but  the  canali.ig  fyftem  muft 
he  tlte  means  to  be  adopted.  The 
one  will  facilitate  the  paflage  of 
{hips,  or  other  large  veffels,  at  fea- 
fons  of  high  water.  The  otlier  will 
admit  the  navigation  of  boats  at  all 
feafan's,  as  well  as  afford  the  means 
<of  conftrudVmg  the  moft  valuable  wa- 
ter works,  upon  a never-fading  cur- 
rent of  water. 

i ft.  Between  the  I (land  and  the 
Kentucky  flume,  there  is  a fmootli 
rock,  extend"  g up  and  down  the  ri- 
ver for  To  ne  niftance,  from  the  two 
points  of  deep  water,  above  and  be- 
low ; and  conf.derable  elevated  in  its 
whole  mat's  above  the  ordinary  bed 
of  the  river.  When  the  water  is 
low,  this  ro<  k is  confe<iuentl) , en- 
tirely dr\ , fro  n the  ifliiid  to  the 
•fliore.  If,  however,  it  vya3  quarried 
out  in  fuch  a manner  as  to  make  a 
plane  upon  a level  with  the  lowed 
point  of  the  water  above,  in  dry  lea- 
fons,  theie  would  be  a confirm  cur- 
rent through  this  pdT.ge.  In  order 
to  makdit  fufficientlv  deep  for  boats, 
a canal  conftructed  by  two  walls, 
with  the  (lone  from  the  quarry  on 
the  fpot,  would  be  a means  of  con- 
fining the  water,  and  in  its  defeent 
to  the  deep  water  below,  give  it 
Efficient  elevation  for  the  purpofe 
required.  At  the  lower  end  of  the 
r&pal,  there  might  be  cor, ft. utfted  a 
lock  t ©.facilitate  thepaffage  of  boats 
into  deep  water.  By  this  lock.  Blips 
might  pafs  at  almoft  every  feafon  of 
the  year,  when  the  water  was  only 
in  tolerable  order  for  navigation. 

al.  I'he  other  mode,  which,  with 
as  little  experwe  perhaps  might  be 
adopted,  would  alio  be  a canal  along 
the  fliore,  fo  as  to  unite  the  two 
points  of  deep  water,  above  and  be- 
low. This  plan  and  the  advantages 
of  it,  have  been  flightly  hinted  in  the 
preceding  number,  as  ihe  only  Se- 
cure means  of  giving  activity  and  va- 
lue to  our  four  trade.  It  is,  howe 
ver,  f .fcepti'ole  of  other  dvunt.ig.  s, 
not  lefs  important,  and  eminently 
connected  with  other  departments 
of  our  economical  relations. 

A canal,  upon  the  plan  laft  menti- 
oned, through  which  the  river  could 
flow  at  all  feafons,  would  not  only 
afford  the  means  of  conftrudling  va- 
luable merchant  mills  for  the  manu- 
facture of  flour,  but  a variety  of  o- 
ther  ufeful  water  works.  M hilftthe 
navigation  at  the  falls,  is  unfavora- 
ble for  the  paffage  of  large  veil  Is, 
the  expediency  of  ereClingfliip  yards 
below'  will  forcibly  fugged  itfelf. 
If  this  policy  Ihould  receive  a pre- 
ference among  fliip-builders,  the 
plan  of  conftniciing  saw-mills  on  the 
canal,  by  means  of  which  every  kind 


>f  material  may  be  expedition (ly, 
and  at  all  feafons  fhaped  out,  for  the 
vorkman,  will  hedeemed  highly  r.e- 
effuiv  and  important.  On  the 
ame  dream,  bv  judicioufly  diveriily- 
ing  ns  force,  other  machinery  might 
be  ereCied  to  furnilli  iliany  of  the 
materials  ntceffary  in  building  and 
fitting  out  a vefTci  ; fuch  as  mills 
"or  fpinning  yarn  for  fail-duck,  anti 
for  twilling  cables  at  d rigging  rope. 
When  velfels  are  conftrucled  below 
:be  falls . I believe  there  is  no  ob- 
ftruttion  in  their  navigation  down 
the  river,  except  a ledge  of  rocks 
fome  fliort  diliance  down  the  ftream, 
which  is  orfly  inconvenient  in  very 
low  water.  This  inconvenience, 
however,  might  be  remedied,  1 am 
told,  with  very  little  expenfe. 

I am  aware,  that  whenever  this 
important  lubjedl  comes  before  the 
legiilature,  the  idea  of  expense,  will, 
in  a great  tneafure,  tend  to  fupplant 
that  coir.prehenfive  lyftem  of  uieful- 
ntls,  which  is  fo  eminently  connect 
ed  with  t lie  plan  of  opening  the  falls, 
and  perhaps,  entirely  fruftrate  the 
fcheme.  But  if  it  is  confidered  alone 
on  the  ground  of  expense,  independ- 
ent of  all  calculations  of  advantage, 
there  are  no  dangers  fo  feriouflv  to 
he  apprehended,  as  to  make  us  relin- 
quifli  an  object  that  nuift  be  clalfed 
among  th  molt  important  concerns 
of  the  Weftern  country. 

It  is  poflible,  that  by  a fuitabie  re- 
prefentation  to  the  dates  of  Virgi- 
nia,  Ohio  and  Fennfvlvania,  upon 
the  expediency  of  facilitating  the  na- 
vigation of  a river,  through  which  a 
great  part  of  their  comme'ce  mult 
flow  in  future ye*rs,  foine  aid  might 
be  acquired.  The  fe  dates,  however, 
are  but  remotely  interefted  on  the 
fubjeCt,  when  compared  with  the 
ftate  of  Kentucky.  It  is  true  that 
all  the  fliip-builders  on  the  Weftern 
waters,  above  the  falls,  are  highly 
interested.  But  the  point  of  urgen- 
cy tcfts  more  forcibly  on  Kentucky; 
becaufe,  as  a state,  the  aggregate  a- 
mount  of  Iter  exportations  i>  a few 
\eats,  will  far  exceed  that  of  any  o- 
thcr  part  of  tile  Weftern  country  ; 
being  poftlffed  of  more  commercial 
capital  to  throw  into  operation, 
more  natural  fertility  of  foil  to  be 
rendered  a6live  and  profitable,  arc!  a 
more  immediate  neceflity  to  combine 
•y  various  effeClive  means,  the  ref 
peflive  interefts  of  commerce  and 
agriculture.  It  is  this  ftate,  there- 
fore which  fliould  aft.  even  if  Unaid- 
ed by  others,  and  die  ihould  act  with 
promptitude  and  perfeverance. 

1 am  not,  at  ibis  time,  poffcfTed  of 
any  certain  data  on  which  to  ground 
calculations  of  exptnse,  in  opening 
the  navigation  of  the  river  at  the 
fi.lls  upon  either  of  the  plans  which 
hava  been  fuggefted,  I cannot  con- 
ceive that  our  refources,  properly 
managed,  are  inadequate.  Whene- 
ver the  fcheme  is  attempted,  it  fliould 
be  done  under  the  authority  of  the 
scale ; becaufe  fuch  refporifibility 
would  be  moft  fecure,  and  moft  fuf- 
ceptible  of  an  a6live  and  judicious 
exercif;  upon  the  ohjefl  in  view. — 
Private  contributions  might  be  ac- 
cepted ; but  the  plan  of  execution 
ihould  never  be  permitted  to  de- 
volve into  private  bands.  By  the 
eftal  lilliment  of  a reafonable  toll  up- 
on the  paflage  of  veffels  of  every  de- 
feription.  the  funds  expended  might 
be  very  fjseedily  repaid  back  again 
into  the  treafurv.  It  is  to  be  ob- 
ferved,  thit  the  plan  I have  fuggeft- 
ed,  would  unite  in  itfelf  an  option 
on  the  part  of  paffengers,  to  pafs 
through  the  canal  by  yielding  toll, 
and  the  choice  of  going  through  t .he 
large  sboot  of  the  river,  free  from 
expenfe.  Ho  oppression  w ould,  eon- 
fequently,  be  the  objedl  of  com- 
plaint. 

In  confequence  of  the  low  ftate  of 
the  water  the  laft  fpring  there 
were  five  or  fix  vcff.ls  layingabove 
the  falls  for  a confide.-able  time, 
waiting  for  the  yife  of  the  river,  i 
am  told  that  this  delay,  under  every 
cirt  umftancc  of  expenfe  and  ernbar- 
raflinent,  could  not  have  coft  the 
proprietors  of  thofe  veffels  a lefs 
fum  than  1000  dolls,  per  month  ag- 
gregate!)’. I have  made  no  calculati- 
ons of  the  expenfe  which  would  at- 
tend the  conllrudftion  of  a canal  at  the 
falls.  But  that  which  has  been  in- 
cident to  the  delay  of  the  veffels  al- 
luded to,  would  go  a vaft  way  in  ac- 
complifhing  the  objedl. 

Let  us,  therefore,  balance  the  ex- 
penfe attendant  upon  thofe  ruinous 
delays  and  obftrueftions  of  navi- 
navigation,  with  the  fum  which 
might  be  expended  in  finally 
removing  them.  The  difference  e- 


ven in  the  courfe  cf  a few  years, 
would  be  enormous.  A fingle  effort, 
united  with  a little  liberality,  would 
he  the  means  of  faving  to  the  molt 
ufeful  part  of  our  citizens,  to  v/«t . 
the  slip  builders  and  exporting 
merchants,  an  iinraenfe  portion  oi 
that  profit,  which  they  now  facrifice 
by  the  delavs  of  navigation.  Tilde 
impediments  in  time,  will  tend  to 
damp  the  fpirit  of  enterprize,  which 
has  lately  promifed  high  advantages 
to  the  country.  The  merchants  and 
fliip-builders  on  the  tl, ores  of  ihe 
Ohio  above  the  falls  will  loon  turn 
their  commercial  capital  into  other 
channels.  They  will  not  remain  in 
a country  where  they  cannot  give  it 
that  degree  of  activity  and  profit, 
which  lhail  render  commerce  an  ob- 
ject worthy  of  attention. 

Thefe  are  ferious  conliderations, 
and  ought  to  be  attended  to  by  the 
government.  If  national  profperity 
is  connected  with  the  happii  els  ol 
the  citizens  ; if  morality  isbtftpre- 
ferved  in  a community  where  the 
mind  is  led  toindultry,  by  a cultiva- 
tion of  the  arts  of  agriculture  and 
commerce,  we  have  the  belt  reafon 
to  feize  upon  all  thofe  means  which 
(hall  give  life,  energy  and  action  to 
our  commercial  policy.  It  is  upon 
this  ground  that  our  itanding  can  be 
any  wife  rtfpeClable  abroad  and  hap- 
py at  home.

Samuel 
i,  9.  * How  are  the  mighty  fallen  l" 
i he  intcrefting  manner  in  which  he  o- 
P- ns  his  fubjrd,  and  the  force  with 
which  hr  combats  the  vice  of  duelling, 
require  that  we  Ihould  prefent  the  readci 
With  copious  extracts;  and  of  courlc 
with  bir  lew  remarks. 

‘•THE  occafion  explains  the  choice 
t my  lubj-A.  A fubjeft-  on  which  I 
niter  in  obedience  to  your  requeft.  You 
rave  affembled  to  exprefs  your  elegiac 
wows,  and  fad  and  folenm  weeds  cover 
>'  u- 

*•  Before  fuch  an  audience,  and  on  fuel 
an  occafion,  I enter  on  the  duty  aifign- 
ed  me  w tli  treipbiin  . L o not  innlakf 
■ny  meaning.  I tremble  indeed... not 
however,  ih.-nuph  feai  . I failing  to  mer- 
it your  applaule  ; for  what  have  1 to  dc 
with  that  when  addreflingthe  dying  ana 
treading  on  tin?  allies  of  the  dead... Not 
through  fear  of  failing  juftly, to  p.mrtray 
the  character  cf  that  great  man  who  is 
at  once  the  theme  of  my  encomium  and 
regret.  He  needs  not  eulogy. ..His 
woik  is  findlicd,  and  death  has  removea 
him  beyond  my  ceiifure,  and  1 would 
loudly  hope,  through  grace,  aoove  my 
prail'e. 

“Yon  will  afk  then,  why  I tremble  ? 
I tremble  to  think  that  I am  called  to 
attack  from  this  place  a crime,  the  very 
idea  of  which  almoft  freezes  one  with 
horror.. .a  crime  too  which  exills  among 
the  polite  and  polilhed  orders  of  fociety. 
and  which  is  accompanied  with  every  ag- 
gravation ; committed  with  cool  deli- 
beration...and  openly  in  the  face  ol 
day  ! 

“ But  I have  a duty  to  perform.  And 
difficult  and  awful  as  that  duty  is,  I will 
not  Ihrink  from  it. 

“ Would  to  God  my  talents  were  ade- 
quate to  the  occafion.  But  fuch  as 
they  ave,  I devoutly  proffer  them  to  un- 
fold the  nature  and  counteract  the  influ- 
ence ot  that  barbarous  cuftom,  which 
like  a refiftltfs  torrent,  is  undermining 
the  foundations  of  civil  govern  unit... 
breaking  down  the  barriers  of  locial 
happiiitfs,  and  fweeping  away  virtue,  ta- 
lents and  donuftic  teiicity  in  its  dcfola- 
ting  corn  fe. 

“Another  ar.d  an  i luftrinus  charac- 
ter— a father — a general—  a ftate  Titian— 
the  very  man  who  flood  on  an  eminence 
and  without  a rival  among  lages  and  he- 
roes, the  future  hope  of  his  country  in 
danger— this  man  yielding  to  the  influ- 
ence of  a cuftom,  which  deferves  our  e- 
ternal  reprobation,  has  been  brought  to 
his  untimely  end. 

“That  the  deaths  of  great  aid  ufrful 
men  fliould  be  particularly  noticed  is  e- 
qually  the  diftate  cf  reafon  ard  revela- 
tion. The  tears  ot  Iliad  flowed  at  the 
deteafe  of  good  JosiaH,  and  to  his  me- 
mory the  funeral  woman  chaunted  the 
folenm  dirge. 

“ But  neither  examples  nor  arguments 
are  neceffary  to  wake  the  fympathies  of 
a grateful  people  on  filth  creations, 
i'he  death  of  public  benefactors  fnrc.har- 
pcs  the  heart  and  it  fpont meoufly  dit- 
buidens  itfelf  by  a flow  of  form ws. 

“Such  was  the  death  ot  Washing- 
ton, to  embalm  whole  memory,  and  per- 
petuate wbofe  deatlilefs  fame, we  lent  our 
feeble,  but  unneceffary  fervices.  Such, 
a Mb,  and  more  peculiarly  fo,  has  been  the 
death  of  Hamilton. 

“ The  tidings  of  the  former  moved 
us— mournfully  moved  u;— -and  we  tvept. 
The  account  of  the  latter  chilled  our 


hopes  and  rut. lied  our  blood"  The  for_ 
mer  died  in  a good  old  age;  the  latter 
w as  cot  off  in  the  ir.idft  ol  his  ulefulnefs. 
The  former  w,.sa  cnlfomary  providence; 
we  law  111  it,  it  1 may  !p..,p  |0)  t|,c  A ,1 
ger  of  God  ard  relied  in  his  fovereignty . 
'i’he  latter  is  not  attended  win,  th,, 
Toothing  circutnftance. 

“ I he  fall  of  Hamilton  owes  its  exif- 
tence  to  mad  deliberation,  and  is  mark- 
ed by  violence.  The  time,  the  place, 
the  circumlla nces,  are  arranged  ‘ w it;, 
barbaious  eoolnefs.  The  inllrumrnt  cf 
araih  is  levelled  in  day  light,  and  with 
well  d.refted  lk.ll  pointed  at  his  heart. 

Alas!  the  event  has  proven  that  it  whs 
buttoo  wAtldirrfted.  Wounded, mortally 
wounded, on  tile  very (pot  which  fi.il  fmo- 
ked  with  the  blood  of  a favorite  fon,  fo- 
il the  arms  of  his  indiforeet  and  cruel 
Inend,  the  lather  fell. 

“All  ! had  he  fallen  in  the  com  fe  cf  na- 
ture ; or  jeopardizing  his  l.fo  ln  J fence 
ot  Ins  country,  had  he  fallen— But  he 
uid  not.  He  fell  in  fingle  combat—  Par- 
dun  my  niiftake— He  d,d  not  fail  in  sin- 
gle combat.  His  noble  natu.e  rt  lulVu  to 
endanger  the  life  of  his  antagomft.  But 
he  rx poled  his  own  life.  This  was  his 
crime:  and  the  facrednels  of  my  office 
forbids  that  I Ihould  hefuate  explicitly 
to  declare  it  fo.  7 

“ He  d.d  hot  hefitate  to  declare  it  fo 
hnnl-lf:  “My  religious  and  moral 

principles  are  ftrongly  oppofed  to  dud- 
fing,  1 hcle  are  liis  words  be  foft  lie 
venturtdto  the  field  of  death.  “ I view 
the  late  tranl i cTion  w ith  forrow  and  con- 
trition. 1 hefe  ate  his  words  after  his 
return. 

“ humiliating  end  of  illuftrious  gre at- 
neis  ! — How  are  the  m gbtj  fallen  ! And 
(hall  the  mighty  thus  fall  I Thus  (ha  I 
the  uoblelt  lives  be  lacrificed  and  the 
richeft  blood  be  (pil  ? TJl  it  not  m 
Gath  ; publish  it  net  in  the  streets  of  As- 
kelon  ! 

Think  not  that  the  fatal  ifTue  of  the 
late  inhuman  interview  was  fortuitous. 
No  ; the  Hand  that  guides  unfecu  the 
arrow  of  the  archer,  ftradied  and  direct- 
ed the  arm  of  the  duel  lift.  And  why 
'i  d it  thus  direct  it  ? s a ^oIfn)n  me- 
m'tito—  as  a loud  and  awful  warning  to 
• community  where  juftice  has  (lumber- 
cd— and  flunft  «rcd— and  fiumbtrrd— 
while  the  wife  has  been  robbed  of  Imr 
partner,  the  mother  of  her  hopes,  and  life 
after  life  rafhly  and  with  an  air  of  tri- 
umph, fported  away. 

“ And  was  there,  O my  God  ! no  o- 

ther  facrifice  valuable  enough would 

the  ciy  of  no  oilier  blood  reaih  the  place 
f retribution  and  awake  juftice,  dozing 
over  her  awful  feat  !” 

Again— 

“ in  accomplifliing  the  objeA  which 
is  before  me,  it  will  no:  br  expefted,  as 
it  is  not  neceffiry,  that  I Ihould  give  a 
hiftory  of  Duelling.  You  need  not  be 
’..formed  that  it  originated  in  a dark  and 
bnbarous  age.  The  p Tilled  Gr  ek 
knew  nothing  of  it— The  noble  Roman 
w..s  above  it.” 

“ But  though  Greece  and  Rome  knew 
nothing  of  Duelling,  it  cxills.  It  exilis 
among  us : and  it  cxifls  at  onc»  the  moft 
Hafh,  the  moll  Ablurdand  Guilty  prac- 
tice that  ever  difgraccd  a Ghr.ftian  na- 
tion.” 

The  indignation  of  the  divine  breaks  out  i. 
the  following  exclamation— 

“ Who  is  it  then  that  calls  the  ducl- 
l.fl  to  the  dangerous  a.,d  de-.dlv  lombat? 
Is. t God?  No  ; on  the  contraiy  he  tor- 
bids  it.  Is  it  then  his  country  ? No  ; 
Ihe  alfo  utters  her  prohibitory  voice. 
Who  is  it  then  ? A man  of  honor.  And 
who  is  this  man  of  honor  ? Aman  perhaps 
whofe  honor  is  a name  ; who  prates  with 
polluted  lips  about  the  facrednefs  of 
charafler,  when  his  own  is  {Dined  with 
crimes,  ar.d  needs  hut  the  fingle  lhade  of 
murder  to  complete  the  Jffmal  and  fick- 
ly  picture  !” 

Once  more— 

“ This  frantic  meeting,  by  a ki»d  of 
magic  influence,  entirely  vaniiflirs  over 
s defeAive  and  fmutty  charafter  tranf- 
forms  vice  to  virtue,  cowardice  to  cour- 
age ; mokes  folfohcod  truth,  guilt  ino- 
cence— 1”  one  word, it  gives  a new  coni- 
plexion  to  the  whole  ftate  of  things.  The 
Ethiopian  changes  his  (kin,  the  leopard 
his  fpots,  and  the  debauched  Sc  treache- 
rous— having  (hot  away  the  infamy  of 
a forrv  life,  comes  back  from  the  field  of 
PKHFECTiBiLiTT  quite  regenerated, 
and,  in  the  fulled  I.- life,  an  honorable 
man.  He  is  now  fit  for  the  corrfpany  of 
a gentleman.  He  is  admitted  to  that 
company,  and  fliould  he  again,  by  afls  rf 
vilenefs,  flain  this  purity  rf  < harafter  'o 
nobly  acquired,  and  fliould  any  one  huve 
the  effrontery  to  fay  that  he  has  done  fo, 
again  he  (lands  ready  to  vindicate  bis  ho- 
nor, and  by  another  aft  of  homicide,  to 
wipe  away  the  (lain  which  has  been  at- 
tached to  it." 

The  following  contains  the  eulogy  which  a 
nvnifter  of  God  Itanding  at  tliealtar,  felt  him- 
fe  If  j ull'ified  in  pronouncing  on  Alexander  Ha- 
milton— 

“ The  Man,  on  whom  nature 
feems  originally  to  have  impreffed 
the  (lamp  of  greatnefs.  Whofe  ge- 
nius beamed  from  the  retirement  of 
collegiate  life,  with  a radiance  which 
dazzled,  and  a lovelinefs  which  char- 
med, the  eye  of  fages. 

“ The  Hero,  called  from  his  fe- 


queftered  retreat,  whofe  firft  appear- 
sncein  the  field,  iho’  a ftripling,  con- 
ciliated the  elleem  of  Waflrington, 
our  good  old  father.  Moving  by 
whole  fide,  during  all  the  peiilsof 
the  revolution,  our  young  Chieftain 
was  a contributor  to  the  veteran’s 
glorv,  the  guardian  of  his  perfon, 
and  the  compartner  of  his  toils. 

“ 'i'he  Conqueror,  who  fparing 
of  human  blood,  when  viftory  favor- 
ed, Hayed  the  uplifted  arm,  and  no- 
blv  faid  to  the  vanquiflicd  enemy, 
“ live.” 

“ The  Statesman,  the  correO- 
nefs  of  whofe  principles  and  the 
ftrength  of  whofe  mind, are  inferibed 
on  tlie  records  of  Congrefs,  and  on 
the  annals  of  the  council  chamber. 
Whole  genius  imnreff*d  itfelf  upon 
the  conflitution  of  his  country  ; and 
whofe  memory,  the  government,  il- 
lullrions  fabric,  reftingon  t lit*  balls, 
will  perpetuate  while  it  lads  ; and 
fhaken  by  the  violence  of  party, 
fliould  it  fall,  which  may  Heaven  a- 
vert,  liis  prophetic  d durations  will 
be  found  inferibed  on  its  ruins. 

“ The  Counsellor,  who  was  at 
once  the  pride  of  the  bar,  and  the  ad- 
miration of  the  court.  Whofe  ap- 
prehenlions  were  quick  as  lightning, 
and  whofe  developemctit  of  truth 
was  luminous  as  its  path  ; whofe  ar- 
gument no  change  of  c.ircumftances 
c<tuld  embarrafs  ; whofe  knowledge 
appeared  intuitive  ; and  who,  by  a 
fmgle  glance,  and  with  as  much  fa- 
cility as  the  eye  of  the  eagle  paffes 
ever  the  landfcape,  lurveyed  the 
whole  field  of  controverfy;  law  in 
what  way  truth  might  be  moll  fuc- 
cefsfully  defended,  and  how  error 
mud  be  approached.  And  who, 
without  ever  Hopping,  ever  hefitat- 
iug,  by  a rapid  and  manly  inarch, 
led  the  lillening judge  and  the  fafei- 
nated  juror,  ftep  bv  ftep,  tlirough  a 
delightfome  region,  brightening  as 
lie  advanced,  till  his  argument  role 
to  demonllration,  and  eloquence  was 
rendered  ufelefs  by  conviction. 

“ Whofe  talents  were  employed 
on  thelide  of  righteoufaefs.  Whofe 
voice,  whether  in  the  council  cham- 
ber or  at  the  bar  of  jultice,  was  vir- 
tue’s confolation.  At  whofe  ap- 
proach oppreffed  humanity  felt  a fe- 
cret  rapture,  and  the  heart  of  injur 
ed  innocence  leapt  for  joy. 

“ Where  Hamilton  was,  in 
whatever  fphere  he  moved,  the 
friendlefs  had  a friend,  the  father- 
lvfs  a fatlier,  and  the  poor  man,  tho’ 
unable  to  reward  his  kindnels,  found 
an  advocate.  It  was,  when  the 
rich  oppreffed  the  poor  ; when  the 
powerful  menaced  the  defencelefs  ; 
when  truth  wis  dilregarded,  or  the 
eternal  principles  of  juftice  violated  ; 
it  was  on  thefe  occalions  that  he  ev- 
erted all  his  ftrength.  It  was  on 
thefe  occalions  that  he  fometiines 
foared  f>  high,  and  (hone  with  a ra- 
dience  fo  tranfeendant,  I had  ahnolt 
faid,  lo  “ heavenly  as  filled  thofe 
around  him  with  awe,  and  gave  to 
hi  n t he  force  and  authority  of  a pro- 
phet.” 

“ 1 he  P atriot,  whofe  integrity 
baffled  the  ferutiny  of  inquifition. — 
Whofe  manly  virtue  never  draped  it- 
felf to  circu  nftances.  Who  always 
great,  always  himfelf,  llood  amidll 
the  varying  tides  of  party,  firm,  like 
the  rock  which,  far  from  land,  lifts 
its  majeftic  top  above  the  waves,  and 
remains  untliaken  by  the  ftorms 
which  agitate  the  ocean. 

“ The  Friend,  who  knew  n® 
guile.  Whofe  bofom  was  tranfpa- 
rent  and  deep,  in  the  bottom  of 
whofe  heart  was  rooted  every  ten- 
derand  lympathetic  virtue.  Whofe 
various  worth  oppofing  parties  ac 
knowledged  while  alive,  and  on 
whofe  to  nb  they  Unite  with  equal 
fympathy  and  grief  to  heap  their  ha- 
liers.- 

11  I know  he  had  his  failings.  I 
fee  on  the  piflure  of  his  life,  a pic- 
ture rendered  awful  by  greatnefs, 
and  luminous  by  virtue,  fome  dark 

Shades a.  On  thefe  let  the 

tear  that  pities  human  weaknefs  fall ; 
on  thefe  let  the  veil  which  covers 

human  frailty  reft. Asa 

hero,  as  a ftatefman,  as  a patriot, he 
lived  nobly,  and  would  to  God  I 
could  add,  he  nobly  fell. 

‘‘  LTn willing  to  admit  his  error 
in  this  refpeCl,  I go  back  to  the  pe- 
riod of  dilcufflon.  I fee  him  relift- 
ing  the  threatened  interview.  I im- 
magine  myfelf  prefent  in  his  cham- 
k'51’*  Various  reafons,  for  a time, 
feem  to  hold  his  determination  in 
arreft.

Stained  with 
blood  as  he  is,  if  he  be  penitent  I 
forgive  him — and  if  he  be  not,  be- 
fore llie'e  altars,  where  all  of  us  ap- 
pear as  fupplicants,  I wifli  not  to 
excite  your  vengeance,  but  rather, 
in  behalf  of  an  objt£l  rendered 
wretched  and  pitiable  by  crime,  to 
wake  \ our  prayrs.

1 cannot  forgive  the 
public,  in  whofe  opinion  the  duellilt 
finds  a fanduary.  I cannoe  forgive 
you,  my  brethren,  who  till  this  late 
hour  have  been  filent,  wliilft  l'uccef- 
five  murders  were  committed.  No  ; 

I cannot  forgive  you,  that  you  have 
not  iu  common  With  the  freemen  of 
this  date,  raifed  your  voice  to  the 
pouters  that  6c,  and  loudly  and  ex- 
plicitly demanded  an  execution  of 
your  laws.
